“So far as hand-writing is concerned,” says Garo, 
Duncan, “there is' not the slightest difficulty in accepliikyg 
Moses as the author of at least the kernel of the Pentateud 
Inscribed papyri were of various widths and lengt 
‘anging from six to fourteen and a half inches in width, ai 
from a few inches to 150 feet in length.
